The Prosidejil's ntessage on the State of the 
Union was, in one respect, -fTightcningiy tjTJical of the 
times. Like political leaders of countries all over the 
world, the President of the United States now advocates 
a government of virtually unlimited powers over the 



private citizen, Tbe agenda Includes oompubory health 
insurance, soclaUted electric power, the elimination of 
the free 'market via price controls mndxaticninx, and 
other devices to limit the aotlvltlea of the Individual. , 
Thef list Is long, and costly (beyond comipreihenadon. 

Again it has >been demonstrated that tyranny can 
be >bom of good Intentions. The great tradedy I's that 
to most people tyranny is Just a word until they are 
confronted as Individuals with the orders otf political 
appointees from \vhlch there is no recourse" and no 
escape. Tyranny threatens the country In proposed 
legislation and already exists in the activities of some 
ipubllc agencies that are not compelled to recognize 
local rights. The Tonnesce Valley Authority Is one Il- 
lustration. As one observer points outJ "TVA . . '. Is 
now a super government not subject to state or local 
authorities. The Tennessee Railroad and Utility Com- 
mission no longer has any control of electric utility 
rates. The local taxing bodies have no authority but 
must accept what the TVA elects to hand out to them 
in lieu of taxes. In addition to electric power TVA Isi 
actively engaged in manufacturing, farming, food pro- 
cessing, fish processing, lumbering, renting houses, 
loaning money, quarrying limestone, doing outside en- 
gineering work, experimenting with socialized medicine, , 
operating grocery stores, service stablons, drug stores, 
and carrying on research outside the TVA territory . , ."; 

Xnd TVA is the pattern for similar proposed. 
Federal projects (hroughout the nationi Last summer, 
a bil was Introduced In Congres for a Columbia Valley 
Auhtority. Among other things it provided that a 
"corporation" of three men appointed by the President' 
"shall establish the maximum size of farm units. . . ." 
The Reclamation Bureau has been advocatlng^a similar 
expropriation program in California. 

Can anyone In his right mind deny tliat such pro- 
grams (bear the seeds of tjTanny? A people's only hold 
on political freedom Is rooted in economic freedom and 
the sanctity of private property. When these ore under- 
mined roprosentatlve government lincvltably founders.

Coal IB the Key 

The key to European recovery — and to the suc- 
cess of the Marshall Plan— Is coal. In tho words of 
Coal Age, "Because of the lack of coal, factories nin 
part time, fields arc less fertile, and firesides arc cold." 

Before the war, Britain and Germany together 
supplied the bulk of Europe's coal. Now production in 
the Ruhr is at half the former level, and England can 
barely produce enough for her own domestic require- 
ments. As a result, Europe has had to go through the 
costly process of hauling coal from the United States. 
During the current year, it is estimated, our exports 
to Western Europe will total the enormous figure of. 
45,200,000 short tons. . , 

This cannot 'be indefinitely continued. To quote 
Coal Age again, Two developments arc vital. First, 
Western Europe must re-equip its mines. This calls for 
a vast production effort on its own part, as well as the 
the import of specialized equipment from the U, S. 
Second, a river of coal, 34,2000,000 tons in 1951, must 
breach the iron curtain and flow from Poland to the 
West" 

In this country, free enterprise has created an 
efficient coal industry, with the best paid workers in 
the world. It remains to be seen if Europe can profit 
by our example.

Duo to tho complexity of tha 
symptoms, a veterinary diagnosis is 
generally necessary to determine 
whether erysipelas or some other con- 
dition Is causing the losses. The 
disease occurs tn cwo forms. The 
quick typa causes immediate dunllui 
and moves rapidly through the drove. 
The lingering type causes enlarged 
Joints and somcllmcs sloughing ol, 
the skin. 

Fortunately, a very elective vac-, 
cine has been developed— and this is 
proving extremely valuable in" coping 
with erysipelas in areas where It has 
become a problem. The Important 
feature about use of the vaccine is 
that it should be given aa soon as 
possible after the pigs are farrowed, 
because erysipelas very commonly
